The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Omsk  (Mr.  S.  Randnip)  reports  that  there 
are  openings  in  Siberia  for  tools  of  all  kinds, 
Tools ;  Knives ;  &c.  knives,  and  other  small  goods  of  iron  and  steel, 
provided  that  manufacturers  are  prepared  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Siberian  market,  and  further,  to  compete  in 
the  matter  of  prices. 

At  present  the  business  in  tools  is  chiefly  in  Russian-made 
articles,  and  what  trade  is  done  in  foreign  tools  is  almost  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  German  firms,  dealing  in  German  goods.  The 
German  firms  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Siberian  user,  not 
putting  articles  on  the  market  for  which  there  is  little  or  no  use. 

The  Vice-Consul  adds  that  it  should  be  especially  noted  that  the 
Continental  catalogues  are  in  German  (which  is  more  generally 
understood  in  Siberia  than  English),  or  very  often  in  Russian  ;  any 
weights  that  are  quoted  are  in  kilogs.  or  pouds,  and  in  fact  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  buyers  much  more  than  the  English 
catalogues  do.  What  is  required  is  a  catalogue  giving  all  the 
information  necessary  to  enable  a  dealer  to  calculate  the  cost  of 
what  he  buys  delivered  in  Siberia. 

Whether  the  turnover  would  be  large  enough  to  pay  for  appointing 
representatives  in  various  towns  in  Siberia,  is  difficult  to  say,  but  as 
articles  of  United  Kingdom  make  generally  have  a  better  name  than 
other  goods  of  foreign  make,  the  Vice-Consul  is  of  opinion  that  if  a 
United  Kingdom  firm  appointed  energetic  agents,  something  could 
be  done.  To  make  certain,  however,  before  incurring  heavy  expenses, 
he  recommends  that  the  firms  interested  should  send  to  Siberia  a 
traveller  who  understands  the  language  and  his  business,  in  order 
to  judge  the  prospects  of  future  business  and  the  class  of  goods 
required  for  the  Siberian  market.  (C.I.B.  3,783.)

Cotton. — Final  returns  show  the  production  of  cleaned  cotton  in 
India  as  18,575,000  cwts.,  or  12  0  per  cent,  above  last  season’s 
production.  _

COMPANIES  LAW  IN  BRITISH  INDIA. 

Proposed  Roles. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  625  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  18th  December  relative  to  the  enactment  of  a  new 
Companies  Law  in  British  India,  the  “Gazette  of  India”  of  17th 
January  publishes  the  text  of  draft  Rules  regarding  the  certification 
of  documents  required  to  be  filed  with  the  Registrar  of  Companies, 
which  the  Governor-General  in  Council  proposes  to  issue.  It  is 
proposed  that  these  Rules  shall  come  into  force  on  1st  April  next, 
the  date  on  which  the  new  law  takes  effect. 

As  regards  companies  incorporated  in  any  part  of  His  Majesty’s 
Dominions,  the  necessary  documents  will  be  considered  as  duly 
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authenticated  provided  they  are  (a)  duly  certified  as  a  true  copy  by 
an  official  of  the  Government  to  whose  custody  the  original  is  com¬ 
mitted,  or  {h)  duly  certified  as  a  true  copy  by  a  Notary  Public  of 
such  place,  or  (c)  duly  certified  as  a  true  copy  on  oath  by  some 
officer  of  the  company  before  some  person  having  authority  to 
administer  an  oath  in  such  place.

COMPANIES  AND  PARTNERSHIPS  IN  TRINIDAD  AND 

TOBAGO. 

New  Laws  Enacted. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received,  through  the  Colonial  Office, 
copies  of  two  Ordinances  relating  to  Companies  and  Partnerships, 
which  have  recently  been  enacted  in  Trinidad  and  Tobago,  as  follows : — 

Companies. — Ordinance  No.  31  of  1913,  to  provide  for  the  incor¬ 
poration,  regulation  and  winding  up  of  trading  companies  and  other 
associations. 

This  Ordinance,  which  came  into  force  on  1st  January,  1914, 
is  framed  on  the  lines  of,  and  follows  very  closely,  the  “  Companies 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1908,”  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Every  company  incorporated  outiside  the  Colony  of  Trinidad  and 
Tobago  which  at  the  commencement  of  the  Ordinance  had  a  place  of 
business  in  the  Colony,  and  every  such  company  which  after  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  Ordinance  establishes  such  a  place  of  business 
within  the  Colony,  must,  before  1st  April  next,  or  within  a  month 
from  the  establishment  of  such  place  of  business,  as  the  case  may 
be,  file  the  following  particulars  with  the  Registrar-General : — 

{a)  a  certified  copy  of  the  charter,  statutes,  or  memorandum 
and  articles  of  the  company,  or  other  instrument  constituting  or 
defining  the  constitution  of  the  company,  and,  if  the  instrument 
is  not  written  in  the  English  language,  a  certified  translation 
thereof; 

(6)  a  list  of  the  directors  of  the  company ; 

(c)  The  names  and  addresses  of  some  one  or  more  persons 
resident  in  the  Colony  authorised  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  com¬ 
pany  service  of  process  and  any  other  notices  required  to  be 
served  on  the  company. 

In  the  event  of  any  alterations  being  made  in  any  of  the  above 
particulars,  a  notice  of  such  alteration  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Registrar-

Partnerships. — Ordinance  No,  30  of  1913,  to  declare  and  amend  the 
law  of  partnership. 

This  Ordinance,  which  also  came  into  force  on  1st  January,  1914, 
follows  almost  exactly  the  “  Partnership  Act,  1890  ’’  of  this  country.

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NOTICE  UNDER  THE  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES

The  Board  of  Trade  have  examined  and  tested  a  pattern  of  an 
automatic  weighing  instrument  of  2  cwt.  capacity,  of  the  form  here¬ 
with  shown,  submitted  to  the  Department  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  6  of  the  above  Act,  and  have  issued  a  certiheate  that  the 
pattern  is  not  such  as  to  facilitate  the  perpetration  of  fraud 
when  used  for  weighing  ground  basic  slag  and  similar  powdered 
substances. 
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GENERAL. 

Russia  (Lodz). — The  following  information  is  extracted  from  a 
report  by  the  British  Vice-Consul  at  Warsaw  (Mr.  E.  B.  St.  Clair)  on 
his  recent  visit  to  Lodz  : — 

The  year  1913  was  very  unfavourable  to  trade  and  industry.  The 
autumn  was  warm  and  winter  set  in  late ;  discounts  ruled  high  and, 
owing  to  the  gloomy  political  outlook,  a  shortage  of  money  was 
badly  felt  all  over  Russia ;  credit  was  curtailed  and  money  trans¬ 
ferred  to  German  banks.  The  price  of  grain  was  low,  and  the 
realisation  of  the  harvest  was  delayed  in  many  districts  by  the 
unseasonable  weather  and  bad  roads.  The  State  Bank  advanced 
loans  against  grain  at  a  higher  rate  than  in  former  years.  The 
woollen  trade  suffered  less  than  the  cotton,  and  was  in  an  even  better 
position  than  in  1912.  The  situation  was  further  aggravated  by 
the  labour  troubles  which  prevailed  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year.  The  large  number  of  failures  which  took  place  in  Southern 
Russia  and  the  Volga  region  in  1913  only  affected  small  manufac¬ 
turers  in  the  ]x)dz  district ;  larger  w'orks  on  sound  footings  sustained 
comparatively  small  losses,  and  were  not  badly  shaken. 

A  considerable  revival  in  trade  took  place  at  the  beginning  of 
this  )’^ear.  Manufacturers  have  no  stocks  on  hand,  and  the  prospects 
so  far  are  very  good,  but  all  depends  on  the  next  harvest  and  the 
labour  situation.  Moscow  is  competing  more  and  more  with  Lodz 
on  account  of  cheaper  labour,  and  it  is  feared  that  Moscow  goods 
may,  in  course  of  time,  be  sold  in  Lodz  at  lower  prices  than  the 
locally  made  goods,  as  indeed  is  now  the  case  with  Russian  silk  goods, 
and,  to  a  smaller  extent,  with  mixed  cotton  and  wool  goods.

Brazil.  (Par6). — The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by 
H.M.  Consul  at  Para  (Mr.  G.  B.  Michell)  on  the  trade  of  that 
district  in  the  years  1910-12  and  part  of  1913,  which  will  shortly  be 
issued : — 

The  years  1912-13  were  marked  by  numerous  bankruptcies, 
including  some  of  the  best  and  strongest  firms*  both  in  Para  and 
Manlos.  There  were  39  bankruptcies  during  the  first  9  months  of 
1913,  and  if  the  banks  had  not  shown  much  leniency  and  patience 
the  list  would  probably  have  been  longer.  Credit  has  now  become 
almost  unobtainable. 

The  position  of  European  importers  at  the  end  of  1912  was  still 
good,  however.  Firms  of  good  standing  were  doing  less  trade,  just 
enough  to  keep  up  stocks.  The  volume  of  business  done,  as 
compared  with  1911,  was  less  by  40  percent.  The  position  of  the 
“  Estiva”  merchant,  however,  forms  no  index  to  the  general  conditions 
of  the  market,  as  he  is  only  an  intermediary  between  the  supplier 
abroad  and  the  aviadoif  in  Brazil.  He  may,  however,  act  as  a  check 
upon  the  latter  and  educate  him  to  better  business  methods  by 
restricting  credit. 


*  /.<?.,  I.ocal  firms  in  the  rubber  trade, 
f  Or  Outfitter  (in  the  sense  of  fitting  out  expeditions). 
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Considerable  distress  exists  both  in  Par^  and  Mandos  on  account  of 
unemployment  and  the  deai’th  of  money  for  the  payment  of  wages. 
At  present  all  is  quiet  at  Manaos,  but  the  state  of  trade  was  so 
bad  during  1913  that,  in  sheer  desperation,  the  whole  of  the 
commercial  establishments  in  Mandos  closed  their  doors  for  a  week 
in  September  (see  p.  270  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  29th 
Januarj’),  with  the  object  of  forcing  the  Central  Government  to 
intervene  in  some  way  and  force  the  price  of  rubber  up  to  a  remun¬ 
erative  figure.  Needless  to  say  this  strange  proceeding  failed  in  its 
design.

COAL,  &c. 

Oermany  (Upper  Silesia). — 'I'he  “  Borsen  Zeitung”  (Berlin)  of  20th 
February  states  that  during  January  and  the  first  half  of  February 
English  and  Rhenish-Westphalian  competition  has  made  itself 
strongly  felt  in  the  Upper  Silesian  coal  industry,  as  all  varieties  of 
coal  have  been  offered  at  considerably  reduced  prices,  not  only  in  the 
Baltic  Provinces  but  in  other  districts,  where  formerly  U  pper  Silesian 
coal  was  principally  consumed.  The  demand  for  house  coal  in 
January  was  very  good  on  account  of  the  cold  weather,  but  with 
the  advent  of  milder  weather  the  demand  naturally  slackened.  The 
general  condition  of  the  coal  market  was  not  as  satisfactory  in 
January  as  it  was  in  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  The 
increased  production  of  coal  for  industrial  purposes  in  January  was 
not  entirely  disposed  of,  but  the  home  demand  was  quite  good.  The 
decline  in  exports  to  Austria-Hungary  still  continues,  as  no  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  industrial  conditions  there  has  taken  place,  and  the 
Austrian  State  Railways  have  been  limiting  their  orders ;  further,  some 
of  the  Austrian  pits  are  increasing  their  own  output.  The  demand 
from  South  and  Mid-Russia  has  h»een  slackening  noticeably  for  some 
time,  which  accounts  for  the  consideration  of  reductions  in  prices. 
Redactions  should,  however,  only  be  made  for  house  coal,  as  previous 
prices  could  stand  for  other  varieties.  (X.  5,013.) 

According  to  the  “Borsen  Zeitung”  (Berlin)  of  18th  February, 
the  demand  for  coke  from  the  smelting  works  was  about  the  same 
in  the  first  half  of  February  as  it  was  in  January.  There  has  been 
no  diminution  in  the  demand  for  coke  for  heating  and  other  industrial 
purposes.  The  sales  to  Austria  and  Russia  were  brisk.  Cinders  and 
ashes  were  easily  disposed  of. 

The  market  for  tar,  pitch  and  benzol  is  unchanged  and  good,  and 
prices  are  satisfactory.  In  consequence  of  the  decreased  prices  for 
ammonium  sulphate,  considerable  quantities,  suflBcient  to  last  for 
several  years,  liave  been  bought.  A  firmer  tendency  has  been  intro¬ 
duced  into  the  ammonium  sulphate  market  now  that  an  understanding 
has  been  completed  with  the  Baden  Aniline  and  Soda  Works  and 
the  German  Ammonia  Selling  Combine,  to  which  nearly  all  the 
producers  in  East  Germany  belong.  (X.  5,013.) 
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IRON. 

Germany  (Dnsseldorf)-  —  According  to  the  “  Borsen  Zeitung  ” 
(Berlin)  of  21st  February,  the  Dusseldorf  iron  market  remains  un¬ 
changed  and  quiet.  Bar-iron  is  uncertain.  With  reference  to  the 
reductions  in  bar-iron  prices,  it  seems  that  since  the  beginning 
of  the  month  trade  has  been  very  quiet,  especially  as  sufficient 
orders  have  been  booked  to  last  over  the  first  half  of  the  year. 
Consequently  several  works  have  been  trying,  by  means  of  cheaper 
offers,  to  create  more  selling  activity,  which  has  resulted  in  a  decline 
in  bar-iron  prices  in  the  Khenish- Westphalian  district.  The  former 
high  prices  given  on  the  Dusseldorf  products  exchange  could  only  be 
attained  in  isolated  cases.  Export  trade  was  weaker  at  declining

LEATHER. 

United  States  of  America. — H.M.  Consul-General  at  Chicago 
(Mr.  H.  D.  Nugent)  reports  that  it  is  stated  in  “  Dun’s  Review  ” 
that  the  gradual  strengthening  of  hide  values  since  the  beginning 
of  the  year  again  calls  attention  to  the  failure  of  the  supplies 
of  raw  material  to  keep  pace  with  the  constantly  growing  consump¬ 
tion  of  leather.  In  view  of  the  apparent  brightening  of  general 
business  prospects  in  the  United  States,  tanners  and  hide  merchants 
fail  to  see  any  likelihood  of  lower  prices  for  hides  during  this  year, 
and  most  of  them  fear  that  prices  will  exceed  the  records  made 
during  1912  and  1913. 

According  to  Government  statistics,  the  importation  of  foreign 
cattle  hides  into  the  United  States  during  the  eleven  months  ended 
November,  1913,  amounted  to  199,439,767  lbs.,  a  decrease  of 
75,757,023  lbs.  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  1912. 
Reliable  figures  as  to  the  supply  of  domestic  hides  are  difficult  to 
obtain,  but  such  as  are  available  show  a  diminished  supply. 

These  conditions  are  apparently  reflected  in  recent  market  con¬ 
ditions.  The  market  at  this  season  is  usually  weak  and  declining 
owing  to  the  poor  quality  of  mid-winter  hides,  and  during  the  latter 
end  of  1913  prices  began  to  decline  both  of  packer  and  country 
hides.  During  January,  however,  prices  have  steadily  recovered,  and 
towards  the  end  of  January  tanners  were  paying  more  for  poor 
quality  hides  than  they  were  paying  a  month  previously  for  choice 
autumn  stock.  The  prices  of  imported  hides,  especially  South  • 
American,  have  also  risen  by  2  to  3  cents  per  lb.  (c.  1,466  ;  C.  1,63.5.) 
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PROGRESS  OF  THE  AMUR  RAILWAY. 

The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  H.M.  Consul  at 
Vladivostok  (Mr.  R.  M.  Hodgson)  on  the  trade  of  that  district  in 
1912,  which  will  shortly  be  issued: — 

The  Amur  Railw'ay,  wdiich  is  to  connect,  by  means  of  a  line  entirely 
in  Russian  territory,  the  Siberian  railw'ay  system  with  Khabarovsk 
and  thence,  by  the  already  existing  Ussuri  Railw'ay,  with  Vladivostok, 
has  been  progressing  w'ith  unexpected  rapidity.  The  distances  on 
this  line  are  as  follows : —

Traffic  on  the  head  section  has  been  open  since  1910  and  the 
w'estern  section  was  opened  in  the  autumn  of  1913.  The  whole  of 
the  middle  section  wdll  be  handed  over  for  working  in  the  autumn  of 
1914.  Work  on  the  eastern  section  is  being  pushed  forw'ard  rapidly, 
and  it  is  now  likely  that  the  w’hole  line  will  be  in  use  for  local  traffic 
by  the  end  of  1914.  The  completion  of  the  railw^ay  will,  how  ever,  be 
impossible  before  the  bridge  over  the  Amur  at  Khabarovsk  is  finished, 
and  this — an  engineering  work  of  real  magnitude,  for  the  bridge  is  to 
be  7,038  feet  in  length — cannot,  at  the  earliest,  be  before  the  autumn 
of  1915.  It  is  intended  ultimately  to  divide  the  w’hole  line  into  two 
parts,  the  eastern  part  to  be  known  as  the  Amur  Railway  and  to  have 
its  headquarters  at  Alekseyevsk  on  the  Zeya  River,  and  the  w'estern 
part,  know'n  as  the  Ussuri  Railway,  having  its  headquarters  at 
Khabarovsk. 

^  Russia  is  thus  wdthin  measurable  distance  of  executing,  well  within 
the  projected  time,  the  very  formidable  undertaking  of  constructing  a 
railway  1,248  miles  in  length  through  country,  much  of  wffiich  w^as  pre¬ 
viously  untrodden,  and  nearly  all  was  uninhabited.  Natural  obstacles 
in  the  form  of  swamps  and  mountain  ranges  are  met  with  all  along 
the  line  except  in  the  Zeya-Bureya  district ;  the  climate  is  extremely 
rigorous,  and  large  tracts  lie  within  the  zone  of  perpetually  frozen 
ground ;  moreover,  it  has  been  necessary  to  bring  the  whole  w'orking 
staff  from  great  distances,  mostly  from  European  Russia.  Under 
these  conditions  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome 
wei’e  under-estimated  at  the  beginning,  and  that  the  expenditure  has 
exceeded  the  original  appropriations  by  some  40,000,000  roubles 
*  (about  £4,222,000)  or  20  per  cent,  (see  notice  on  pp.  416-7  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  20th  November  last). 

On  the  Ussuri  Railway,  important  works  are  to  be  carried  out, 
and  29,297,000  roubles  (about  £3,092,000)  have  been  allotted  for  the 
purpose.  The  line  is  to  be  doubled  throughout,  and  betw'een  Kiparis- 
sovka  and  Nadyedjdinskaya,  near  Nikolsk,  the  permanent  way  is  to  be 
changed  and  a  tunnel  2,450  feet  in  length  cut.  The  branch  line  to 
Shkotovo  is  to  be  improved.  The  building  of  wharves  for  coal,  timber 
and  fish  on  the  southern  side  of  Golden  Horn  Bay  renders  a  connection 
with  the  railway  system  indispensable.  A  branch  line,  14’37  versts 
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Progress  of  the  Amur  Railway. 


in  length,  is  to  be  constructed  for  this  purpose  from  Pervaya  Ryet- 
chka — the  first  station  out  of  Vladivostok  on  the  Ussuri  line — at  a 
cost  of  3,956,630  roubles  (about  £417,000).  It  will  go  round  the 
eastern  extremity  of  the  bay  and  will  pass  through  a  tunnel  4,200 
feet  long. 

A  further  project  now  being  investigated  is  the  building  of  a  rail¬ 
way  line  from  Shmakovka  on  the  Ussuri  Railway  near  Lake  Hanka 
to  the  coast  at  St.  Olga,  or  from  Khabarovsk  to  Imperial  Harbour. 
The  Ministry  of  Ways  of  Communication  is  at  present  studying  the 
relative  advantages  of  the  two  routes.  Seme  connection  by  rail  with 
the  coast  of  the  Maritime  Province  is  obviously  necessary. 

The  land  connection  with  Europe  is  by  the  Siberian  Railway, 
there  being  two  express  trains  every  week  to  and  from  Moscow,  and 
one  to  and  from  St.  Petersburg.  The  journey  by  these  trains  to 
London  takes  12^  days.  A  very  considerable  economy  can  now  be 
effected  by  leaving  the  Trans-Siberian  express  and  utilising  the  daily 
express  which  has  lately  started  running  between  Irkutsk  and  Moscow; 
this  train  does  the  journey  in  the  same  time  and  has  a  restaurant 
car  and  similar  accommodation  to  the  Trans-Siberian  express.

GERMAN  CHEMICAL  INDUSTRY  IN  1913. 

The  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  15th  February  states  that,  according 
to  the  annual  report  of  the  Frankfort  Chamber  of  Commerce,  trade 
in  the  German  wholesale  chemical  industry  was  generally  satisfactory 
during  1913;  still,  the  disturbances  in  the  Balkans  not  only  inter¬ 
rupted  trade  wdth  the  countries  directly  affected  by  the  war,  but  also 
to  a  great  extent  with  Austria  and  Italy.  It  remains  to  be  seen  what 
influence  the  new  American  tariff-law  will  exercise  on  the  development 
of  trade,  as  in  some  cases  it  is  favourable,  and  in  others  unfavourable, 
to  the  progress  of  German  industry.  Keen  foreign  competition  and  a 
simultaneous  rise  in  the  price  of  many  raw  materials  resulted  in  the 
prices  of  numerous  products  suffering  considerably  last  year.  In 
the  American  market  Austrian  as  well  as  American  competition 
made  itself  strongly  felt,  as  Austria,  in  consequence  of  the  state 
of  affairs  in  her  home  market  sought  an  outlet  for  large  quantities 
of  goods  in  the  United  States.  As  regards  colours  derived  from 
tar,  the  course  of  trade  was  unfavourably  influenced  last  year  by 
several  occurrences,  chief  among  which  were  the  troubles  in  the 
Balkans  and  the  scarcity  of  money  which  was  felt  in  nearly  all 
civilised  countries.  For  these  reasons,  great  caution  was  exercised 
by  buyers,  and  in  addition  considerable  delay  was  caused  in  the 
settlement  of  debts.  This  has  been  specially  noticeable  in  Russia 
and  has  resulted  in  the  failure  of  many  small  and  medium-sized 
concerns,  and  has  been  attended  with  considerable  loss  to  German 
chemical  manufacturers.  The  internal  conditions  in  China  during 
the  last  few  months  have  resulted  in  the  chemical  trade  becoming 
perfectly  quiet,  whilst  it  has  suffered  in  Brazil  and  Mexico  by  the 
financial  crisis  and  the  revolution  respectively. 
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PROGRESS  OF  THE  JAPANESE  CELLULOID  INDUSTRY. 

The  Acting  British  Consul-General  at  Kobe  (Mr.  A,  H.  Lay)  has 
forwarded  a  translation  of  an  article  which  appeared  in  the  local 
press  relative  to  the  present  condition  of  the  Japanese  celluloid 
industry,  from  wdiich  the  following  is  extracted : — 

The  development  of  chemical  manufacturing  industries  in  Japan 
has  been  going  on  for  the  last  five  or  six  years.  The  slow  progress 
made  as  compared  with  that  made  in  the  general  mechanical  indus¬ 
tries  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  chemical  industries  require  both 
mechanical  and  human  power,  but  the  greatest  need  of  all  is  for 
properly  trained  operatives.  The  celluloid  industry  was  first  started 
in  Japan  six  years  ago,  but  it  has  not  yet  completely  emerged  from 
the  experimental  stage.  This  has  been  attributed  to  the  diflSculties 
of  carrying  on  the  business,  but  the  real  cause  is  the  w'ant  of  skill 
on  the  part  of  the  operatives.  The  Aboshi  factory,  of  which  the 
Mitsu  Bishi  Company  is  the  principal  shareholder,  and  the  Sakai 
factory,  of  which  the  Mitsui’s  are  the  leading  spirits,  have  both 
sustained  large  losses  up  to  the  present,  and,  owing  mainly  to  lack 
of  sufficient  harmony  between  the  machinery  and  the  operatives, 
cannot  immediately  look  forward  to  the  time  when  they  can  make  a 
profit. 

Both  the  Aboshi'  and  the  Sakai  factories  w'ere  founded  in  1907. 
The  annual  production  of  celluloid  by  the  former  company  is  said  to 
be  60,000  lbs.,  and  by  the  latter  40,000  lbs.  The  goods  produced  by 
both  factories  still  compare  unfavourably  with  foreign  goods.  In 
addition  to  these  two  concerns  there  are  also  some  small  factories 
worked  privately  in  Amagasaki,  and  a  factory  is  shortly  to  be 
started  in  Mikuni.  Although  inferiority  in  technical  work  is  the  chief 
cause  of  the  difficulty  in  making  a  profit,  this  difficulty  appears  to  be  also 
connected  in  many  places  with  the  high  cost  of  raw  materials,  which, 
apart  from  camphor,  come  principally  from  abroad.  Recently,  the 
Toyo  Seishi  Company  appears  to  have  experimentally  commenced 
the  manufacture  of  cotton  paper,  and  alcohol  also  will  be  plenti¬ 
fully  produced  in  Formosa. 

Some  years  ago  the  imports  of  celluloid,  including  articles  manu¬ 
factured  therefrom,  amounted  to  a  considerable  sum  per  annum,  but 
of  recent  years,  owing  to  the  establishment  of  the  industry  in  Japan, 
and  to  the  revision  of  the  tariff,  the  importation  has  declined  to 
comparatively  small  proportions. 

The  principal  raw  material  for  the  celluloid  industry  is  of  course 
camphor,  of  which  Formosa  is  the  chief  source  of  the  world’s  supply, 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  both  the  Japanese  Government  and 
people  that  they  should  have  to  export  this  product  and  afterwards 
re-import  it  in  the  manufactured  form.  The  Sakai  Celluloid  Com¬ 
pany,  in  imitation  of  Western  factories,  tried  to  carry  on  the 
manufacture  of  celluloid  articles  as  well  as  of  the  plain  celluloid, 
but  did  not  make  a  success  of  it,  and  at  present  the  manufacture 
of  raw  material  is  carried  on  as  a  separate  industry.  (C.  616.)

STRAITS  SETTLEMENTS. 

With  I’eference  to  the  Notice  which  appeared  on  p.  336  of  the 
“Board  of  Trade  Journal”  for  the  19th  May, 
1910,  respecting  the  importation,  sale,  &c.  of 
chandu  in  the  Straits  Settlements  under  the 
“  Chandu  Revenue  Ordinance,  1909,”  the  Board 
of  Trade  are  now  in  receipt  of  the  text  of  a  Bill 
which  proposes  to  amend  certain  provisions  of  the 
principal  Ordinance  of  1909. 

The  Bill  adopts  the  definitions  of  “  opium  ”  and  “  prepared  opium  ” 
or  “  chandu,”  which  were  agreed  upon  at  the  International  Opium 
Conference  held  at  the  Hague  in  1912,  as  follows  : 

“  Opium”  means  the  spontaneously  coagulated  juice  obtained 
from  the  capsules  of  the  papaver  somniferum  which  has  only  been 
submitted  to  the  necessary  manipulations  for  packing  and  transport, 
and  includes  the  leaves  or  wrappings  in  which  opium  balls  have  been 
wrapped. 

“  Chandu  ”  means  the  product  of  opium  or  any  preparation  in 
which  opium  forms  an  ingredient  obtained  by  a  series  of  special 
operations,  especially  b}’^  dissolving,  boiling,  roasting,  and  fermen¬

to  be  used  by  a  chemist  as  defined  by  “  The  Deleterious  Drugs 
Ordinance,  1910,”  only  in  the  preparation  of  a  prescription  signed  by 
a  registered  medical  practitioner. 

The  Bill,  further,  makes  it  an  offence  for  anyone  other  than  the 
licensee  of  a  public  smoking  room  to  have  in  his  possession  any 
chandu  dross  exceeding  3  tahils  in  weight,  or  for  anyone  to  have  in 
his  possession  re-prepared  chandu  dross,  or  to  offer  for  sale  to  the 
Superintendent  any  chandu  dross  which  is  adulterated. 

Certain  provisions  of  the  original  Ordinance  are  also  proposed  to 
be  amended  with  the  object  of  making  them  clearer  and  more 
comprehensive.  (C.  1,70.5.)

The  present  Ordinance  amends  certain  provisions  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Ordinance 'of  1909,  and,  at  the  same  time,  substitutes  an 
amended  title  for  the  principal  Ordinance  as  “an  Oi-dinance  for  the 
prevention  and  eradication  of  diseases  and  pests  affecting  vegetation.” 

The  provisions  of  the  original  Ordinance  regarding  the  importation 
of  plants  are  amended  with  the  effect  that  the  Governor-in-Council 
may,  by  Proclamation,  prohibit  the  importation  of  plants  or  any  earth 
or  soil  or  any  article  packed  therewith,  or  any  packages  or  other 
articles  or  things  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Governor-in-Council, 
are,  or  is  likely  to  be,  a  means  of  introducing  any  plant  disease  or  pest 
into  the  Colony.

The  Ordinance  under  notice  also  provides  that  suitable  apparatus 
for  the  disinfection  of  packages,  as  well  as  of  plants,  shall  be  provided 
by  the  Government  at  the  Port  of  Castries,  and  such  apparatus  shall 
be  under  the  care  of  the  Agricultural  Authority. 

Additional  provisions  are  also  prescribed  regarding  the  proclama¬ 
tion  of  infected  areas,  the  notification  of  diseases  or  pests  by  occupiers 
of  land,  and  other  regulations  in  connection  therewith,  whilst  the 
Governor-in-Council  is  empowered  to  make  regulations  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  Ordinances.

“  4.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  land  in,  or  to  import  into  this 
Island,  or  to  attempt  to  land  in  or  import  into  this  Island,  any 
volatile  petroleum,  and  every  person  offending  against  the 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  £50,  and  in  default  of  payment  to  imprisonment 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  6  months.  Any  petroleum  so 
landed  or  imported,  or  attempted  to  be  landed  or  imported, 
shall  be  forfeited,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Treasurer 
either  by  sale  for  exportation  or  by  destruction  of  the  same, 
and  the  jtroceeds  of  sale  for  exportation  made  by  the 
Treasurer  under  this  section  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury 
to  the  credit  of  the  General  Revenue — Provided  that  volatile 
petroleum  may  be  imported,  lauded,  conveyed,  kept,  sold  or 
used  under  and  in  accordance  v)ith  regulations  made  by  the 
Governor-in-Council.”

Irmi  wire  destined  for  the  affixing  of  soles  to  hoots  and  shoes  by  means 
of  special  machinery,  of  a  thickness  of  less  than  mm.  down  to 
^  mm.,  furnished  with  screw-like  grooving  in  order  better  to  adapt  it 
for  the  special  purpose  it  is  destined  to  serve,  of  a  bright  appearance 
which  has  been  imparted  by  the  drawing  process,  and  imported  in  the 
form  of  rings,  each  weighing  less  than  3  kilogrammes :  dutiable  as 
“warns  of  iron,  worked,”  under  Tariff  No.  799,  at  the  rate  of  13  marks 
per  100  kilogs.  (Decision  of  the  Bavarian  Minister  of  Finance.) 

Aitrappen.” — Doubts  having  arisen  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  word 
“  Attrapiie^i”  as  used  in  No.  608  of  the  German  Tariff,  the  Prussian 
Minister  of  Finance,  in  agreement  with  the  Imperial  Treasury,  has

Tariff  No.  668. 

Iro7i  casks  in  which  ferrosilicon  (admissible  free  of  duty  under  No. 
317  of  the  German  Tariff)  is  imported  may  be  regarded  as  “  receptacles 
customarily  used  in  trade  ”  in  the  sense  of  paragraph  23  of  the  Tare 
Ordinance  *  (Decision  of  the  Prussian  Minister  of  Finance). 

Narrow,  band-like  plaits  for  hats  {plaited  hat  cords)  of  artificial  silk 
threads  are  dutiable  under  Tariff  No.  412  at  the  “  General  ”  Tariff 
rate  of  800  marks  per  100  kilogs.  If  such  plaits  are  made  of  silk 
mixed  with  other  textile  materials,  they  are  dutiable  at  the  “  General  ” 
rate  of  450  marks  per  100  kilogs.

ITALY.

The  Commercial  Treaty  of  the  15th/28th  June,

oils  at  the  rate  of  8  lire  per  100  kilogrammes  (3s.  3d.  per  cwt.),  and 
the  Final  Protocol  to  the  Treaty  stipulated  that,  for  the  classification 
of  heavy  mineral  oils,  the  official  colour-type  mentioned  in  \h  of  the 
note  to  the  heading  “  Mineral  oils.  &c.”  in  the  “  Repertorio  ”  for  the 
application  of  the  Italian  Tariff f  should  be  fixed  by  agreement 
between  the  Russian  and  Italian  Governments.

GREECE  (NEW  TERRITORIES). 

With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  at  pages  204-209  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  22nd  January 
respecting  the  Customs  regime  of  merchandise 
imported  into  the  new  Greek  Territories,  the 
Board  of  Trade  are  now  in  receipt,  through  the 
Foreign  Office,  of  copy  of  a  despatch  from  H.M.  Acting  Consul- 
General  at  Salonica  reporting  that  an  octi’oi  duty  of  1^  per  cent. 
ad  valorem  is  levied,  in  addition  to  Customs  duty,  on  all  goods  arriving 
at  Salonica  by  land  or  sea,  except  on  goods  in  transit  or  deposited  in 
bonded  warehouses.  The  octroi  duty  is  calculated  on  values  assigned 
to  each  class  of  goods  by  the  Municipality.  (C.  i,68<;.) 


The  Board  are  also  in  receipt  of  information,  through  the  same 
channel,  to  the  effect  that  goods,  except  sugar,  arriving  at  Cavalla  b}'’ 
sea  are  subject  to  an  octroi  duty  of  1  per  cent,  ad  valorem.  Sugar 
is  subject  to  a  similar  duty  of  ^  per  cent.  It  is  understood  that  the 
question  of  the  octroi  duty  to  be  levied  on  tobacco  at  Cavalla  is  still 
under  consideration.

promise  to  be  quite  insignificant.  The  staple  export  from  Vladivostok 
is,  of  course,  Manchurian  soya  beans,  and  of  this  article  nearly  the 
whole  amount  destined  for  European  markets  was  formerly  carried  in 
ve.st)els  flying  the  British  flag.  In  1912  the  bulk  of  the  beans 
exported  went,  on  account  of  high  prevailing  freights  and  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  oil  Seed  market  in  the  United  Kingdom,  to  Japan  and 
China,  only  a  comparatively  small  quantity  being  sent  to  Europe. 
Bean.s  have  from  time  immemorial  been  utilised  by  the  Japanese  for 
fertilising  purposes,  and  are  now  required  by  them  as  much  as  ever. 
The  rush  of  European  buyers  and  low'  freights  home  in  the  years 
1909-1911  carried  prices  in  ^lanchuria  to  hitherto  utiheard-of  levels, 
with  the  result  that  the  Japanese  found  the  article  quite  out  of  their 
reach.  In  the  same  way  the  Chinese  were  affecred.  bean  oil  being  a 
staple  food  with  them.  In  1912  the  slacking-ofT  in  the  Eurofiean 
market  allowed  the  Japanese  and  Chinese  again  to  become  buj'ers  on 
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Shipping  and  Transport. 


RUSSIAN  FAR  EAST-  continued. 

a  large  scale,  and  about  100,000  tons  were  shipped  from  Vladivostok 
to  Japanese  ports  and  Dairen  during  the  1912-13  season.  It  is  likely 
that  Japan  and  China  will  continue  to  be  buyers  on  a  large  scale  since 
soya  beans  are  essential  to  both,  and,  consequently,  the  export  to 
Europe  will  be  an  uncertain  and,  probabl}’^,  a  falling  one.  This  will 
entail  a  drop  in  the  demand  for  tonnage,  and  British  shipping  will 
be  the  greatest  sufferer  thereby.  On  the  other  hand,  the  raw 
materials  produced  in  the  Russian  Far  East  are  now  being  exploited ; 
the  dispatch  of  timber  to  Europe  and  Australia  has  gained  such  pro¬ 
portions  as  to  justify  the  belief  that  it  will  grow  into  a  regular  export 
trade  ;  zinc  and,  recently,  copper  ore  have  become  available  as 
cargo ;  whilst  fish  and  game  are  being  shipped  abroad  in  increasing 
quantities. 

It  would  be  pleasant  to  think  that  the  growing  export  trade  from 
this  new  country  would  be  likely  to  ensure  “a  more  frequent  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  British  flag  in  Russian  Far  Eastern  waters.  This  is, 
unfortunately,  not  to  be  anticipated,  for  the  Rickmers  Line,  by 
establishing  their  regular  service  from  Hamburg,  Antwerp  and 
Liverpool  to  Vladivostok,  Nikolaievsk  and  Kamchatka  ports,  have 
ensured  to  themselves  the  carriage  of  the  regular  trade  both 
ways.  For  years  past  ten  or  twelve  British  ships  have  been 
chartered  every  year  for  the  trade  between  Hamburg,  Antwerp, 
Liverpool,  Vladivostok,  and  Nikolaievsk.  During  1 913  this  number 
abruptly  fell  to  three.  It  is  far  from  being  the  lack  of  freight 
which  accounts  for  this,  the  fact  being  that  the  growing  freight 
has  been  transferred  to  the  German  flag.  In  fact.  United 
Kingdom  shipowners  have  lost  touch  with  the  Russian  Far  East 
just  at  the  moment  when  it  was  likely  to  provide  a  stable  and 
reliable  trade  both  outwards  and  homewards.  Their  abstention  has 
permitted  foreign  rivals  to  organise  a  regular  service  with  a  thorough 
system  of  connections  on  these  coasts  and  in  the  interior,  so  arranged 
as  to  be  able  to  profit  by  any  new  channels  of  trade  which  the 
development  of  the  country  may  bring  into  being.

Two  travelling  cranes  are  to  be  in  working  order 
on  the  Bispebryggen  Quay  by  next  autumn ;  they  are  to  have  a 
capacity  of  about  100  tons  per  hour.  It  is  added  that  the  Norwegian 
State  llailways  and  a  private  firm  will  each  have  two  more  coal 
discharging  cranes  in  operation  before  the  end  of  this  year.

H.M.  Consul-General  at  San  Francisco  (Mr.  A.  C.  Ross,  C.B.) 

recently  visited  Los  Angeles  and  has  reported  that 
the  harbour  works  at  San  Pedro  (some  25  miles 
from  Los  Angeles)  are  very  far  from  complete,  but 
construction  is  still  proceeding.  The  city  of  Los 
Angeles  has  already  voted  5,500,000  dols.  (about  £1,130,000),  and 
proposes  to  spend  a  total  sum  of  10,000,000  dols.  (about  £2,055,000) 
on  the  port.  Various  private  concerns  are  also  spending  large  sums 
of  money  in  harbour  work. 

A  harbour  is  also  in  course  of  construction  at  San  Diego  and  a 
re-inforced  concrete  pier  800  ft.  long  and  50  ft.  wide,  with  28  ft.  of 
water  alongside,  is  very  nearly  finished.  It  is  the  first  part  of  a 
general  plan  of  harbour  construction  which  will  occupy  many  years 
and  will  be  carried  out  gradually  as  the  demand  arises.  The  entire 
scheme  includes  the  erection  of  30  more  piers  and  the  reclamation  of 
many  acres  of  low  land,  the  sale  of  which  should  repay  the  cost  of 
all  the  work.  (C.  1,224.)

Business  w-as  also  carried  on  right  up  to  the  autumn  at  remunerative 
prices.  Even  in  the  last  quarter  business  w^as  on  the  whole  good, 
but  the  demand  slackened  noticeably  during  that  period,  and  also, 
on  account  of  the  falling-off  of  iron  and  steel  prices,  the  prices 
originall}’’  demanded  for  the  machines  could  not  be  maintained. 
The  conclusion  of  the  year  was  therefore  a  little  less  favourable  than 
the  beginning.  The  exports  of  machine-tools,  the  largest  of  all  the 
branches  of  the  German  machine  industry,  showed  a  distinct 
increase,  rising  from  72,000  metric  tons  in  1912  to  87,000  metric 
tons  last  year,  fl'he  total  exports  of  machinery  (other  than  electrical) 
increased  by  55,000  metric  tons  to  594,000  metric  tons  in  1913.

latter  is  granted,  until  31st  December,  1918,  and  under  certain 
conditions,  the  exclusive  right  of  prospecting  for  minerals  in  the 
basins  of  the  Aruwimi  and  Ituri  rivers,  together  with  the  eventual  right 
of  working  any  deposits  discovered.  According  to  the  preface  to  the 
decree,  the  ceded  districts  are  known  to  contain  deposits  of  gold,  and 
H..M.  ^Minister  suggests  that  the  Kasai  Company  has  good  reasons  for 
hoping  that,  in  spite  of  the  somewhat  meagre  results  so  far  obtained 
in  the  valley  of  the  Nebula  river,  it  will  find  gold  in  paying  quantities 
as  in  the  case  of  the  neighbouring  Kilo  mines. 

At  the  suggestion  of  a  member  of  the  Coimcil,  a  clause  is  to  be 
inserted  in  this  and  all  future  raining  concessions  reserving  to  the 
Belgian  Government,  or  to  some  institution  designated  by  them,  the 
right  of  pre-emption  on  equal  terms  with  other  applicants  on  all  the 
gold  ore  produced,  and  at  the  ruling  market  price.  The  object  of  this 
clause  is  to  create  a  free  gold  market  in  Belgium,  with  a  view  to 
increasing  the  gold  reserve  in  the  National  Bank  and  thereby 
improving  the  monetary  situation  in  the  country.  (C.  1,337.)

H.M.  Consul-General  .at  Chicago  (Mr.  H.  D.  Nugent)  reports  that, 
_  . .  j.  j  -r  according  to  preliminary  estimates  recently  issued 
8  ima  e  ron  United  States  Geological  Survey,  the 

quantity  of  iron  ore  mined  in  the  United  States 
■  in  1913  amounted  to  between  58,000.000  and 
60,000,000  tons  (of  2,240  lbs.).  This  estimate  is  based  on  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  twenty-five  of  the  largest  iron-mining  companies  who- 
accounted  for  81  per  cent,  of  the  total  iron  ore  output  in  1912.  The 
average  increase  shown  by  these  twenty-five  companies  was  8  per 
cent,  over  that  of  1912,  and  it  is  on  the  assumption  that  this  increase 
will  be  maintained  by  all  the  iron  companies  in  the  United  States 
the  total  output  for  1913  is  estimated  at  about  59,500,000  tons.

to  a  definite  conclusion,  the  terms  of  which  have,  how'ever,  fallen 
far  short  of  the  original  expectations  of  the  consumers.  The  terms

asked  for  by  the  original  negotiations  commission  of  consumers, 
which  met  in  November  last,  were  not  accepted  by  the  Cloth  “  Con¬ 
vention,”  and  now,  as  a  result  of  the  negotiations  just  concluded,  the 
terms  have  been  altered  in  all  points  in  favour  of  the  “  Convention.” 
At  the  same  time  a  compact  has  been  agreed  to  betw’een  the 
“  Convention  ”  and  the  consumers  to  establish  a  cartel  for  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  mutual  interests.  A  few'  points  have  been  left  over  to  be 
settled  by  a  commission. 

According  to  the  “  Borsen  Zeitung”  of  16th  February,  the  general 
meetings  of  the  Cloth  “  Convention  ”  and  consumers,  w'hich  will  have 
to  ratify  the  Cartel  w  Inch  has  been  formed  by  the  tw  o  contracting 
parties,  will  be  held  on  15th  March.  If  one  of  the  two  parties  still 
refuses  to  agree  to  ratification  the  settlement  will  be  endangered,  and 
the  disputed  points  will  have  to  be  placed  before  a  fresh  council.  The 
conditions  now'  in  force  w'ill  remain  so  during  the  winter  season.  It 
seems  to  be  the  general  opinion  amongst  both  parties  that  a  union  in 
the  cloth  trade  would  exercise  a  w'holesome  influence  on  the  whole 
German  textile  industry.

STRAITS  SETTLEMENTS. 

The  Straits  Settlements  “Government  Gazette”  of  9th  January 
notifies  that,  in  pursuance  of  powers  invested  in 
him  by  the  “  Wireless  Telegraphy  Ordinance,  1912” 
(see  p.  166  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of 
17th  July,  1913),  the  Governor  of  the  Straits 
Settlements  has  made  regulations  to  the  following  effect : — 

All  apparatus  for  wireless  telegraph}’-  on  board  a  merchant  ship, 
w'hether  British  or  foreign,  in  the  waters  of  the  Colony  must  be 
worked  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  interfere  with  naval  signalling  or 
with  the  working  of  wireless  stations  established  in  the  Colony  or  its 
territorial  waters.  Merchant  ships  must  not  work  wireless  telegraphy 
(except  for  the  purpose  of  making  or  answering  signals  of  distress), 
whilst  in  any  harbour  of  the  Colony  except  with  the  special  permission 
of  the  Postmaster-General  of  the  Colony. 


RUSSIA. 

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  for  llussia  (Mr.  H.  Cookej  reports  that, 
,  .  .  according  to  the  “  Moscow  Manufacturers’^ 

an  cies  in  f5ociet3’’s  Gazette,”  there  were  3,587  business 
failures  in  Russia  in  1913,  with  total  liabilities 
amounting  to  296,000,000  roubles  (about  £31,244,000),  as  com¬ 
pared  with  2,003,  with  total  liabilities  amounting  to  170,000,000 
roubles  (about  £17,944,000),  in  the  previous  year.  By  far  the  largest 
number  of  failures  occurred  in  the  southern  region,  but  the  average 
extent  of  indebtedness  was  greatest  in  Moscow.  (0.  i,28G.) 


The  “  Nachrichten  fiir  Handel  ”  (Berlin)  of  14th  February  contains  a 
Report  from  the  German  Consul-General  in  St. 
Petersburg,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  building 
activity  and  the  consequent  cement  consumption 
are  characteristic  of  Russia's  economic  develop¬ 
ment.  In  1912  the  total  consumption  of  cement 
was  about  10  million  barrels  (1  barrel  =  360  lbs.), 
whilst  the  consumption  last  year  is  estimated  at  12  million  barrels. 
In  spite  of  great  efforts  made  by  Russian  producers,  the  home  pro¬ 
duction  has,  as  yet,  always  been  insufficient  to  supply  the  extra-

ordinarily  growing  demand,  and  so  an  increase  of  cement  imports  has 
taken  place.  In  1911  the  imports  were  9,082,000  ponds;  in  1912, 
11,090,000  ponds  ;  and  in  the  first  eleven  months  of  1913,  11,004,000 
ponds,  compared  with  10,547,000  ponds  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  1912. 

Not  till  the  autnmn  of  1913  was  there  any  stagnation  in  the  bnild- 
ing  trade,  dne  to  shortness  of  money  and  depression  on  the  stock 
exchange,  which  was  particnlarly  noticeable  in  the  St.  Petersburg 
and  Moscow  districts,  and  exercised  a  banefnl  inflnence  on  the  cement 
industry.  In  addition,  the  storage  conditions  in  St.  Petersbnrg  were 
nnfortnnate,  and  so  foreign  and  home  produce  had  to  be  disposed  of 
at  poor  prices. 

The  increased  building  activity  has  not  been  confined  to  Govern¬ 
ment  orders,  as  great  development  has  taken  place  in  private  enter¬ 
prises.  Not  only  in  the  big  centres,  but  also  in  the  smaller  towns, 
old  buildings  have  been  demolished  and  new  ones  put  up,  and  factories 
have  been  erected  and  enlarged.  The  use  of  ferro-concrete  has  also 
increased  considerably  of  late.  Great  efforts  are  being  made  to 
demolish  the  old  wood  and  mud  huts  in  the  country  districts,  and  to 
erect  in  their  stead  fire-proof  houses,  which  will  introduce  a  great 
demand  for  cement  tiles.  The  cement  industry  received  a  decided 
impetus  from  the  Government  during  the  year,  as  there  has  been  no 
lack  of  orders  for  harbour  works,  railway  buildings,  and  drainage 
works. 

In  Siberia  and  the  Far  East,  where  the  consumption  of  cement 
is  almost  exclusively  confined  to  Government  buildings,  the  Siberian 
works  were  able  to  dispose  of  their  output. 

It  is  expected  that  in  the  future  Russia  will  be  able  to  be  quite 
independent  of  foreign  cement,  as  by  the  end  of  1914  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  number  of  Russian  works  will  be  double  the  number  at  the 
end  of  1912.  Hopes  are  entertained  of  Russia  not  only  being  able 
to  supply  her  own  needs,  but  also  to  be  in  a  position  to  have  a  con¬ 
siderable  export.  As  it  is,  there  is  a  certain  export  to  Egypt,  Mexico, 
and  some  other  countries.  However,  for  this  year  the  importation  of 
foreign  cement  is  expected  to  be  large,  especially  in  the  north-west, 
where  its  great  demand  for  marine  works,  like  the  military  harbour 
at  Reval,  cannot  be  satisfied  by  the  Russian  industry. 

The  number  of  works  in  use,  together  with  their  estimated  produc¬ 
tion  in  barrels,  during  1914  is  as  follows: — Poland,  10  works 
(2,290,000) ;  in  the  West,  5  (1,180,000) ;  Baltic  Provinces,  3 
(1,600,000);  St.  Petersburg,  3  (1,200,000);  Moscow,  8  (3,480,000)  ; 
Don  Basin,  12  (2,535,000)  ;  Caucasus  (including  Baku),  14 
(4,760,000) ;  Crimea,  1  (200,000) ;  Volga,  5  (2,600,000) ;  Asiatic 
Russia,  6  (1,325,000);  Fiidand,  1  (250,000);  total,  68  works,  with 
an  estimated  annual  production  of  21,420,000  barrels. 

The  South  Russian  Works,  with  few  exceptions,  have  all  joined  a 
Syndicate  of  Russian  Cement  Manufacturers,  having  its  headquarters 
in  St.  Petersburg,  whilst  there  are  still  independent  Unions  in 
Poland,  and  temporary  ones  in  St.  Petersburg  and  Moscow.

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NORWAY. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Christiania  (Mr.  E.  F.  Gray)  reports  that  a  company 
has  been  formed,  under  the  title  of  “  Fredrikstad 
Elektrokemiske  Fabriker,”  with  a  capital  of  about 
£20,000,  to  manufacture  metallic  sodium  and  for 
the  production  of  chlorate  of  potash  by  a  process 
not  hitherto  employed  in  Scandinavia.  It  is 
stated  that  the  estimated  production  of  chlorate  of 
potash  will  be  large  enough  to  satisfy  the  home  demand,  and  still 
leave  some  for  export.  It  is  hoped  to  commence  operations  this 
Spring,  as  the  works  are  almost  completed,  and  the  machinery,  &c. 
has  been  ordered.  (M.  4,625.)

relative  to  the  crisis  in  the  French  sardine  in¬ 
dustry,  the  British  Consular  Agent  at  Lorient  and 
Hennebont  (Mr.  II.  Joubert)  reports  that,  at  a 
recent  meeting  at  Nantes  of  the  “  Syndicat  National  de  Conserves  de 
Sardines,”  it  was  resolved  (1)  to  suppress  absolutely  the  use  of  ground 
nut  flour  or  any  other  bait  not  approved  by  the  “  Comity  Scientifique 
des  I’eches  ” ;  (2)  to  buy  fish  by  weight  only  ;  and  (3)  to  ask  the 
Government  to  authorise  the  use  of  drag  nets. 

A  conference  of  delegates  of  the  canners  and  fishermen  has  since 
been  held  at  Paris  to  try  and  find  a  basis  of  agreement  for  the  next 
fishing  season,  but  as  both  sides  refused  to  give  way  the  conference 
was  abortive.  The  canners  maintain  that  for  the  last  six  j^ears  the 
supply  of  sardines  has  been  inadequate,  and  that  the  position  can 
only  be  improved  by  the  use  of  drag  nets.  As  it  is,  they  say,  French 
sardines  are  losing  their  position  in  the  world’s  markets  in  favour  of 
sardines  (or  similar  fish)  from  other  sources.  They  have  agreed  to 
make  regulations  to  prevent  the  market  being  glutted  with  fish,  but 
the  fishermen  still  refuse  to  use  the  drag  nets. 

These  resolutions  have  been  forwarded  to  the  French  Under¬ 
secretary  of  State  for  the  Mercantile  Marine  upon  whom  now  devolves 
the  task  of  finding  a  basis  of  agreement  between  the  two  parties.

'  '  Consul-General  at  Chicago  (Mr.  H.  D.  Nugent) 
writes  that,  according  to  the  Report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  for  the  .year  ended  30th  June,  1913,  the  number  of  animals 
inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughter  was  50,423,312,  as  compared  with 
59,014,019  in  1911-12,  a  decrease  being  apparent  in  all  kinds  of 
animals  except  sheep.  It  is  noteworth}'  that,  although  there  was  a

decrease  of  nearly  2,700,000  in  tlie  number  of  animals  slaughtered, 
yet  the  number  ot  carcases  condemned  increased  by  nearly  47,000. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  prepared  and 
processed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Hureau  in  1912-13  was 
7.094,810,000  lbs.,  as  compared  with  7,279,559,000  lbs.  in  1911-12. 
The  amount  of  meat  and  food  products  certified  by  the  Bureau  for 
export  abroad  or  for  removal  from  one  State  to  another,  in  1912-13, 
was  977,183.000  lbs.,  as  compared  with  1,114.280,000  lbs.  in  1911-12. 

(C.  1,4  IS).) 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Philadelphia  (Mr.  W.  Powell)  reports  that 
the  commercial  application  of  the  cinematograph 
to  the  many  phases  of  various  occupations  in  the 
United  States  is  becoming  a  marked  feature  in 
industries  and  commerce  as  well  as  in  education. 
The  machines  for  showing  the  pictures  are  made 
in  several  sizes  and  some  are  small  enough  to  be  carried  by  hand. 
Those  who  have  such  machines  in  use  report  that  they  are  of  con¬ 
siderable  value  for  busine.-s  purposes,  being  used  to  illusrrai^e  how 
various  goods  may  be  utilised.  For  instance,  a  large  gas  company 
is  using  the  moving  picture  plays  to  introduce  its  gas  stoves,  gas 
lamps,  gas  chandeliers,  &c.  In  another  case  a  moving  picture  is  taken 
on  a  farm  showing  the  labourers  or  farm  hands  using  the  particular 
firm’s  machinery  and  implements.  'Phis  film  is  carried  by  the  sales¬ 
man  and  exhibited  by  him  in  the  towns  or  villages  in  the  agricultural 
districts  in  order  to  advertise  the  firm’s  goods.  These  exhibitions  are, 
of  course,  free,  and  attract  many  of  those  w’ho  are  interested  in  such 
matters. 

Whilst  every  owner  of  a  machine  may  have  pictures  made  to  suit 
his  particular  purpose,  the  manufacturers  of  the  machines  also 
supply  ready-made  films  for  immediste  use,  of  which  the  following 
are  a  few  subjects : — the  manufacture  of  paper ;  fruit  growing ; 
expert  glass  blowing  ;  the  cocoa  industry’ ;  the  Panama  Canal  from 
Colon  to  Panama ;  harnessing  a  mountain  stream,  &c.

This  publication,  which  contains  much  more 
detailed  and  exhaustive  information  than  can  he  given  in  the  Monthly 
Accounts,  gives  in  the  first  volume  abstract  tables  for  the  years

article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country,  and  in  the  second  volume 
details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  transhipments  and  articles  in  bond, 
with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  ear'h  foreign 
country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade  at  each  port  of  the 
United  Kinpidom.  The  third  volume  (supplement)  contains  a  classifica¬ 
tion  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  1.  and  11.  of  the  “Annual  State¬ 
ment”  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  lie  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  ronxignmeni  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.

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NATIONAL  INSURANCE  ACT,  1911.  PART  II.— 
UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of : — 

1431.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  the  construction, 
alteration,  repair  or  decoration,  including  wiring  for  electric  lighting, 
of  poultry  houses  which  have  foundations. 

1432,  Workmen  described  as  ship  scalers  engaged  partly  in 
scaling  and  partly  in  cleaning  ship’s  boilers,  or  in  other  work 
described  in  decision  A  1131  (“  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  the  24th 
October,  1912).  (Application  297). 

B.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  NOT  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of : — 

1423.  Workmen  engaged  in  manufacture  or  erection  of  telephone 
switchboards  (other  than  tool  makers  and  setters).  (Application  292). 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published. 
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
